” And the ſaid John Mallert, after he had perfected the ſaid Work, to the great advantage 

of the Country thereabouts, dying before he reaped any Benefit thereby : And his Heirs be- 

ing very young, and the ill Times coming on, there was no Care taken of his, and their ha-
